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TREE PLANTING ON THE PRAIRIE

Trees once planted are generally 
permanent fixtures, whether planted 
as a windbreak, shelter, or wood lot. 
Therefore the selection of a location is 
a matter for previous and careful con¬ 
sideration . 

Open prairie land from long expos¬ 
ure to sun. wind, rain and the tramp¬ 
ling of animals has become so hard¬ 
ened (and impenetrable as to exclude 
all air and moisture unless from the 
upper surface which is generally 
covered with a tough grass sod from 
which moisture transpires rapidly, 
lender these conditi9ns it is not sur¬ 
prising to find great areas treeless. 
On the other hand it is only natural to 
find them, growing on land which had 
been previously covered with bushes 
affording shade, mosture and protec¬ 
tion for stray tree seeds and also pre¬ 
paring the ground by the ramification 
of thdir roots for the new .seedlings. 
The object in preparing/the soil for 
planting trees should be to loosen it up 
to as great a depth as possible, by 
means of plowing, trenphing or digg¬ 
ing. This., is more neccessary in clay

Trees generally do not gro wto ad¬ 
vantage in a very wet or a very dry 
soil, althoivgh a few* may do fairly 
w^ell under such condition.^. A 
moderately and uniformly moist 
throughout, well drained, porous and 
dry so that the roots may descend and 
drink up the water stoi’ccl at lower 
depths. In such a soil, rapid and 
satisfactory development would result. 

The natural agents controlling the 
growth of trees as well as all other 
plant life are sunshine (heat), air. 
anti moisture. 

is abundance, causing rapid e^rapor- 
ation of moisture from the soil, and 
the loss by transpiration through the 
1^-aves and is hard on young trees, 
especially conifers (evergreens), which 
requiire considerable shade in the 
earlier stage of their existence. The 
supply of moisture which is most 
needed is generally in.su fficient and 
requires to be conserved by shading 
and frequent cultivation. 

To provide shade and prevent rapid 
evaporation, mixed planting of trees 
with broad leaves and the habit of 
branching near the ground, such as 
soft maples rtissan poplar, cotton¬ 
wood, russian laure willows, should be 
plrinted with the smaller leaved kinds 
lis white hireh and evergreens. 

The choice of varieties suitable to 
any district is limited by the climatic 
conditions and the amount of protec¬ 
tion which can he afforded them. Of

gin with saplings from four to ten 
feet in height to make up for lost 
time and have a good show at once. 
Nothing could be more diappoin-ing. 
In the first place they are very diffi¬ 
cult to plant properly, the shock of 
removal to a large plant is much 
•reater than to a small one and they 
are shaken to the roots with every 
wind that blows unless^ carefully stak¬ 
ed and have a poor chance, to take 
bold on the new soil- Healthy one or 
iWo year old seedlings generally will 
give more satisfaction. They have the 
light root system, are easy to plant, 
suffer less from high winds, and the 
change of situation and v^-ith reason- 
:Lble amount of care will give the best 
results. 

Nursery stock which has boeiv car¬ 
ried by freight or express for a con¬ 
siderable distaJice is put up in tightly 
ti. d bundles of from 50 l.o 100, .arfd 
sometimes arrive in a dried out, or 
" eab'd, condition. Immediritely on' 
arrival the bundles should be open¬ 
ed and the plants heeled in mtll they 
cati be planted. 

j A plantation may he of any shape 
regular or irregular to suit various 
situations, but the trees should always 
be planted in straight row.s four feet 
apa^'t and the trees four feet apart in 
the rows which makes it possible to 
use a horse cultivator in any direc 
I tion. 

1 The b'st -time to plant is in tlie 
'spring just as soon ns chr fro.st^is out 
j of the ground, for the plaiiting' season 
is very short and and it is .risky to 
pi'’-it after the liavos liegin to show. 

VriiCbe the ground has been well 
worked and loose to a considerable 
dc’ilh. the implement for u.^e in plant¬ 
ing is a common spade. Take a pail 
about one third- full of water, add soil 
enough to soak into thin mud. 

Place a luindle of trees in the pail and 
see that all the roots are properly cov- 
see that allthe roots are properly cov¬ 
ered. It lisvery important that the 
fine, hairlike roots which coiiect 
moisture and food for the superstruc¬ 
ture of the plant should not he expos¬ 
ed to the sun or wind for a moment, 
as they dry out quickly, and are rend¬ 
ered. It is very important that the 
case w'ith evergreens, a)-id too much 
care cannot be taken with them. 

Proceed to plant by pushing the 
spade straight <\own into the ground, 
moving it backward and for-^'ard m-ak- 
ing a V sliaped hole of sufficient 
depth for the roots to go straight down 
withcrut doubling. Place a plant in 
the hole and line it at least one inch 
deeper than it had been growing in 
the nursery. Avoid doubling the roots 
Place the spade about four inches in 
front of the hole, and push it down 
so that the point will reach the bottom 
of the V then with the back of the 
spade press the soil firmly about the 
roots, this should be done thoroughly 
so that no airspaces are left around 
them. The best results are obatined 
when a -m\an and a boy v.mrk together 
the one preparing the planting holes 
and the other setting the plants and 
packing the soil about it. 

When the planting has been finish¬ 
ed, cultivate and harrow the ground 
until a fine mulch as attained. Keep

BOY KILLED ON RAILROAD

An awful tragedy occurred in the 
WainwTight railroad yards, Saturday 
Januray 20th at about 3 p.m., when 
Fergus John Sutherland, (Jackie) was 
killed instanteously by being run over 
by an “extra east" freight. 

It appeia-rs that owing to the fact 
that the wrecking crew were busy in 
straightening out a small coal-car 
spill in the yard at the approach to 
the coal dock, quite a number of the 
smal boys of the town had been very 
interestedly watching the proceedings. 
L4ttle Jackie, who was with his inse- 
i)arable chum, Percy Wilkns, had 
decided to return home, and tlie two 
little lads started to cross the tmcks 
to town. A freight train w'as just 
pulling out for Biggar. and this was 
being assisted by a “pusher” engine. 
The two lads, rather than wait until 
the whole trajin had passed them de¬ 
cided to cut through the train, and 
jumped on the steps of tw'o different 
box cars to accomuilisb their purpose.* 
Percy, while hanging on to the car 
he had selected, saw Jackie climb up 
and pass round the end of the car 
ahead (endeavourng no doubt to cross 
between the C‘">rs) and then possibly 
losing his nerve this lad jumped off 
agatin. 

As soon as the balance, of the train 
had passed the spot where Percy -.vas 
standing, he saw his late compaion 
lying dead on the tracks. He heard no 
scream, and on account of the steam 
emitted from the pusher engine no 
one of the train crew .saw the occur¬ 
ence. 

The coroner. Dr Wallace, and the 
police were immediately notified, but 
decided that an inquest was unneces¬ 
sary, the cause of the death being 
purely accidental-—^Wainwright Star.

Safety first 
is the best policy and parents and 
teachers should be most emphatic in 
warning the boys and girls. There 
is only one way for them to be safe 
from danger and that is to 
away from it.”

ation in regard to this particular crop. 
The land used was the poorest on the 
whole farm, and the rye grown under 
the drought conditions of early sum 
mer last year—it being cut and stack¬ 
ed before the rains came. It was, 
therefore, a satisfactory yield under 
the circumstances. 

Doc. finds that rye grown this way 
is a very effective manner in which 
to clean the land of weeds. Nor does 
it reduce the yield of the succeeding 
crop of wheat. In 1921, Doc had two 
adjoining pieces of summerfallow ■ On 
one a crop of ^ye for hay was grown, 
the other piece was .snmmerfayowed 
in the ordinary manner. In 1922 the 
land was all seeded wheat, and it. was 
impossible to distinguish any differ¬ 
ence between the two sections in the 
.subsequent growth and yield of the 
wheat. Naturally Doc advocated the 
raising of rye for hay as an intregal 
part Of the summerfallow work.

STABILITY OF CANADA’S RAILROADS 

DEPENDS ON FREEDOM OF MANAGEMENT 


President of Canadian Pacific 
Points Out How Canada 
May Avoid Costly 
Mistakes 

¥N a special article written for the 
* Annual Financial number of 
the “Montreal Gazette,*' E. W. 
Beatty, K.C., President of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway, makes a plea 
for the keeping free of Canada’s rail- 
, road management from legislative 
and political restriction. The subject is 
of unusual interest at this time, and 
Mr. Beatty points out that Canada 
has something to learn in this re¬ 
spect from the somewhat unhappy 
experience of the United States. The 
article is as follows:— 

Canada has sometimes been up¬ 
braided with being less quick to 
adopt new ideas than her neighbor, 
the United States. tVhile this more 
conservative attitude may have its 
drawbacks, it sometimes has its ad¬ 
vantages, as it enables us to. study 
the progress of experiments con¬ 
ducted under similar conditions to 
those pertaining to this country 
without being ourselves involved in 
the penalties of failure. A case in 
point was the United States Gov¬ 
ernment control of railroads during 
the war. Those who anticipated a new 
Jerusalem from the experiment have 
either confessed their disillusionment 
or have diverted their enthusiasm to 
other visionary schemes. 

The extent to which the Ameri¬ 
can railway is still crippled by 
the recent experiment has not been 
thoroughly recognized, and the al¬ 
most equal danger of government 
over-regulation has been overlooked. 
This official interference still inter¬ 
feres with the stability of the rail¬ 
roads, with the result that the capi¬ 
tal required for necessary mainten¬ 
ance and equipment is lacking, and 
the vigorous programme of e^ten- 
sion and development which might 
have been expected after the war is 
not yet announced. With a short¬ 
age of 180,000 freight cars and 2,000 
locomotives, the American railroads 
have failed satisfactorily to handle 
the harvest or to dfstribute the much 
needed coal. For this they are not 
themselves to blame. As Secretary 
Hoover has frankly admitted, the 
American railroads are suffering 
from long-continued financial star¬ 
vation, and points out that the loss 
to the United States during each 
period of severe car shortage is at 
least a billion dollars, most of the 
loss falling upon the farmers. 

In the United States, the farmer 
has been clamoring for reduction of 
freight rates, but of what advantage 
will those lower rates be to that 
farmer if they still further deprive 
the railroads of the credit required to 
buy the equipment for transporting 
the harvest to market? Lower rates 
can only mean more unmarketed 
eorn.

editorials in the Wall Street Jour¬ 
nal of December 9th:— 

“The theory that you can tax 
railroads poor, compel them to pay 
the highest wages and conduct trans¬ 
portation at a loss will not work in 
America or anj'-where else.” 

“The Interstate Commerce Act, 
approved February 4, 1887, has been 
continually amended, each amend¬ 
ment bringing with it more and more 
restraint, and leaving to railroad 
managers less and less initiative.” 

“Coincident with these amend¬ 
ments came state legislation creating 
the public utilities commissions, de¬ 
signed to do in a small way what 
the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion was doing in a large way. Al¬ 
ways there was growing the ever- 
swelling stream of legislation of a re¬ 
strictive character, sonie fanatical, 
some political and utterly selfish, but 
all tending to increase the cost of 
operation and lessen the initiative of 
the mairanagement. 

“The railroad problem is today 
more political than economic. Gov¬ 
ernment interference has dried up 
the sources from wliich railroad 
managenleiil built its colossal struc¬ 
ture. In’vestment capital is always 
shy of political control. With con¬ 
trol of their expenditures in their 
own hands, subject only to economic 
laws, the railroad business ought to 
be permitted tp readjust itself as 
other business 'must do and is doing. 

^Wou must not think jmu can con¬ 
tinue the policy of private owner¬ 
ship and at the same time regulate 
every railroad method and .operation 
and still expect them to continue to 
show enterprise and initiative. Too 
much protection and too much regu¬ 
lation are disastrous.” 

The record of the recent shopmen’s 
strike in the United States showed 
that wage-fixing by government does 
not avert strikes. Indeed, it is gen¬ 
erally admitted that the strike was 
due in no small measure to the work-

ers’ resentment at having their wages 
cut by government authority. The 
matter could have been amicably ar¬ 
ranged if negotiations had been left 
to the railroad officials and the em¬ 
ployees. 

The moral of all this is, of course 
that Canada would be wise to profit 
by her neighbor's experience, and 
avoid the mistake of constant ap¬ 
peals for government interference in 
order to adjust railway matters which 
may be in dispute. For govern¬ 
ment interference, however well in- 
ten tioned it may be in the beginning, 
inevitably results in paralysis and in¬ 
ertia. A round-table conference be¬ 
tween the parties interested is much 
more likely to remedy the trouble. 
In the case of immigration we have 
seen how war regulations introduced 
for a specific purpose have hampered 
the movement of desirable settlera 
to this country owing to the slow^ 
ness of the official mind to adapt it¬ 
self to new circumstances. Increase 
of government regulation means in¬ 
crease of the number of officials and 
increased taxation, and heaven knows 
we have taxation enough as it isl 
What the business of this country 
needs is freedom of initiative and pro¬ 
spect of a reasonable return for en¬ 
terprise, always with due regard to 
the general welfare. 

It cannot be too strm-.Tiy empha¬ 
sized that Canada’s mo.-.t pressing 
needs are capital and m<.‘ii. Without 
the latter its potentialities cannot be 
realized and the burden of taxation 
lessened, and without the former, its 
industrial expansion cannot be 
achieved. Our energies should be 
-directed to exploiting the advantages 
and the wealth of this country in 
those quarters where wealth is avail¬ 
able and whose holders believe that 
under Canada’s laws and constitu¬ 
tional S 3 ^stcm their investments will 
be given the encouragement and pro¬ 
tection which they deserve. Thn 
wealth of this country lies in the 
ground for the most part and must 
be taken out of it by the joint laborj 
of men and money. 

Excursions by the govern'ment in¬ 
to the field of private enterprise can¬ 
not be supported except on grounds 
of national peril, or to save economic 
disaster, but scarcely less important 
is the necessity for broad policies of 
non-interfcrcncc in business by regu¬ 
latory and restrictive legislation 
which has a tendency to tic the hands 
and cripple the initiative of those en¬ 
trusted with the legitimate develop¬ 
ment of the commerce and industries 
of the nation. Providentially, we 
can see no indication of such an at¬ 
titude in Canada, and that is as it 
sliould be. It is the spirit of the 
pioneer which initiated this country’s 
development, and it is thatL spirit 
translated to our modern and com¬ 
plex commercial life which will con¬ 
tribute most to its future prosperity.
